The declaration constitutes prac- 


Hull proclaimed for the United 
States on July 16, 1937. The policy, 
which was widely endorsed, was 
outlined on the occasion of a call 
Hull made for world peace. 

The declaration, as approved 
unanimously by the conference, 
proclaims that: 

1. The intervention of any state 
in the internal or external affairs 
of another is inadmissible. 

2. All differences of interna- 
tional character should be settled 
by peaceful means. 

3. The use of force as an instru- 
ment of national or international 
policy is proscribed. 

4. Relations between states 
should be governed by the pre- 
cepts of international law. 

5. Respect for and the faithful 
observance of treaties constitutes 
the indispensible rule for the de- 
velopment of peaceful relations 
between states, and treaties can 
be revised only by agreement of 
the contracting parties. 

6. Peaceful collaboration be- 
tween representatives of the vari- 
ous states and the development of 
intellectual interchange among 
their peoples is conducive to an 
understanding by each of the 
problems of the other as well as 
of problems common to all, and 
makes more readily possible the 
peaceful adjustment of interna- 
tional controversies. 

7. Economic reconstruction con- 
tributes to national and interna- 
tional well-being, as well as to 
peace among nations. 

8. International cooperation is a 
necessary condition to the main- 
tenance of the aforementioned 
principles.

Five States to Be Rep-

The fifth annual convention of 
the Southern Tenant Farmers’ 
Union will be held at Cotton Plant, 
Arkansas, Dec. 29 through January 
1. Prominent leaders of labor, 
church and government will address 
the delegates, who will assemble 
from five states of the mid-South 
and Southwest. 

Union officials stated today that 
the fifth annual convenilon would 
outstrip all others in significance 
and numbers attending.

One might’ have thought that 
nothing could be done to save the 
heroic polar workers. The Soviet 
Government sent airmen to their 
ald. 

Nobody in the capitalist world be- 
lieved that Soviet airmen would be 
able to free the Chelyuskinites from 
their icy captivity. The fascist 
barbarians rubbed their hands and 
foretold disaster. 

With bated breath progressive 
people throughout the world fol- 
lowed this unparalleled epic. The 
Soviet airmen showed the whole 
world the high quality of Soviet 
planes, splendidly fulfilled the task 
set them and removed all the 
Chelyuskinites from their camp on 
the ice. In honor of the exploit of 
these airmen there was established 
the ‘highest award in the world— 
the title of Hero of the Soviet 
Union.

For, this year, this largest scientific body 
in the world is filled with a tenseness which 
it has never felt before. The horrors of fas- 
cist murder from the air, the manufacture 
of scientific marvels to murder babies and 
mothers, and the deliberate encouragement 
of “racist” superstitions, have profoundly 
shaken the scientific world into a sense of 


danger and responsibility. 


The discoveries of science can contribute 
enormously to the people’s fight for a se- 
eurer, richer life; but greedy forces now keep 
the full enjoyment of these scientific achieve- 


ments from the common people. 


No longer can the scientific specialist ig- 
nore the relation of scientific discovery to 
social progress; no longer can he comfort 
himself with the remoteness and quiet of 
his laboratory.

The Declaration of Lima 
® Munich has been given an answer Made 
in the Americas.” 

The Declaration. of Lima is a serious be- 
ginning in organizing the American conti- 
nents for successful defense against the fas- 
cist triangle’s war plans. Never before have 
the 21 American nations expressed such soli- 
darity as they did at the Eighth Inter-Amer- 
ican Conference of American States. 

Starting from the premise that demo- 
cratic government must be preserved 
throughout the Americas, that liberty and 
reilgious rights must be defended against 
the dispensers of racial prejudices, a pro- 
gram was outlined to meet fascist penetra- 
tion in the Western Hemisphere. 

The American nations agreed to defend 
their sovereignty and security “against all 
foreign intervention or activity” that may 
threaten them. : 

They agreed to consult together when 
acts of any nature menace their indepen- 
dence. 

Whatever obstacles may have been put 
in the path of final agreement, the Declara- 
tion of Lima is an expression of the senti- 
nient and the will of the peoples in the 21 
signatory nations. 

To emphasize the anti-fascist character 
of the Lima Conference, two supporting reso- 
lutions were adopted along with the Declara- 
tion. These backed up President Roosevelt's 
‘rebukes to Hitler’s anti-Semitic horrors. One 
resolution made a sweeping condemnation of 
racial and religious bigotry. The other con- 
demned the political plottings peculiar to 
fascism. | 

Not without a concerted struggle against 
the agents of fascism was the Declaration 
of Lima finally forged. Go-betweens for Mu- 
nich,- representing both the Chamberlain 
Tories and the Rome-Berlin axis, worked like 
Trojans to forestall any voicing of American 
continental solidarity. They had U. S. allies, 
too, of the old Dollar Diplomacy school. The 
Hoovers, the Castles, the Rockefellers and 
the Hearsts were busy here and in- Latin 
America trying to block just such a docu- 
ment as the Declaration of Lima. 

The Good Neighbor policy, which now has 
received its expression in the Declaration of 
Lima, should be advanced still further. Soli- 
darity of the Americas is a setback to Hitler, 
Mussolini and the Mikado, It is an inspiring 
start in the struggle to unify the peace 
forces of the entire world. Secretary of State 
Hull, in this respect was farsighted, when he 
said to the nations assembled at Lima: 

“Each of us has lines of sympathy and 
interest that traverse the globe more finely 
than the lines of latitude and longitude. 
Our bonds are strong with all who seek 
peaceful friendship and respect those prin- 
ciples of democracy, tolerance and equality 
by which we live.” 

The united Americas, girding their 
strength to thwart the Munich danger, can 
take another giant step forward for world 
peace by cooperating with all nations desir- 
ous of struggling against the world fascist 
menace. ’ 
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Latest Munich-style maneuvers have 
the press with à query: “World War 
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comment of France on the agreement. 

“They know that this agreement means not peace, 
but war.
